For salaries and expenses of the House of Represent-11

atives, $1,868,785,000, as follows: 12

For salaries and expenses, as authorized by law, 14

$36,560,000, including: Office of the Speaker, 15

$10,499,000, including $35,000 for official expenses of 16

ANCES’’ shall be available only for fiscal year 2023. Any 23

amount remaining after all payments are made under such 24

allowances for fiscal year 2023 shall be deposited in the 25
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Treasury and used for deficit reduction (or, if there is no 1

Federal budget deficit after all such payments have been 2

made, for reducing the Federal debt, in such manner as 3

the Secretary of the Treasury considers appropriate). 4

(b) The Committee on House Administration of the 5

House of Representatives shall have authority to prescribe 6

regulations to carry out this section. 7

(c) As used in this section, the term ‘‘Member of the 8

House of Representatives’’ means a Representative in, or 9

a Delegate or Resident Commissioner to, the Congress. 10

LIMITATION ON AMOUNT AVAILABLE TO LEASE VEHICLES 11

SEC. 111. None of the funds made available in this 12

Act may be used by the Chief Administrative Officer of 13

the House of Representatives to make any payments from 14

any Members’ Representational Allowance for the leasing 15

of a vehicle, excluding mobile district offices, in an aggre-16

gate amount that exceeds $1,000 for the vehicle in any 17

month. 18

CYBERSECURITY ASSISTANCE FOR HOUSE OF 19

REPRESENTATIVES 20

SEC. 112. The head of any Federal entity that pro-21

vides assistance to the House of Representatives in the 22

House’s efforts to deter, prevent, mitigate, or remediate 23

cybersecurity risks to, and incidents involving, the infor-24

mation systems of the House shall take all necessary steps 25

to ensure the constitutional integrity of the separate 1

branches of the government at all stages of providing the 2

assistance, including applying minimization procedures to 3

limit the spread or sharing of privileged House and Mem-4

ber information. 5

HOUSE INTERN RESOURCE OFFICE 6

SEC. 113. (a) ESTABLISHMENT; COORDINATOR.— 7

(1) ESTABLISHMENT; COORDINATOR.—There is 8

established in the Office of the Chief Administrative 9

Officer of the House of Representatives the House 10

Intern Resource Office (hereinafter referred to as 11

the ‘‘Office’’). 12

(2) APPOINTMENT.—The Office shall be headed 13

by the House Intern Resource Coordinator (herein-14

after referred to as the ‘‘Coordinator’’), who shall be 15

employed by the Chief Administrative Officer in con-16

sultation with the chair and ranking minority mem-17

ber of the Committee on House Administration. 18

(b) DUTIES.—In consultation with the Office of Di-19

versity and Inclusion and such other offices as the Coordi-20

nator considers appropriate, the Office shall: 21

(1) provide support services, such as accom-22

modations, training, and professional development, 23

to interns of offices of the House of Representatives; 24

(2) serve as a center for resources and best 1

practices for the recruitment, hiring, training, and 2

use of interns by offices of the House of Representa-3

tives; and 4

(3) gather demographic and other data about 5

interns of offices of the House of Representatives. 6

(c) ADDRESSING INEQUITIES IN ACCESS TO INTERN-7

SHIPS.—In carrying out its duties, the Office shall con-8

sider inequities in access to internships in offices of the 9

House of Representatives, and shall consider the viability 10

of establishing an intern stipend program for interns from 11

under represented backgrounds, including those who at-12

tend Historically Black Colleges and Universities 13

(HBCUs), Tribal Colleges or Universities, Hispanic-Serv-14

ing Institutions (HSIs), and other Minority Serving Insti-15

tutions described in section 371(a) of the Higher Edu-16

cation Act of 1965 (20 U.S.C. 1067q(a)). 17

(d) AUTHORIZATION OF APPROPRIATIONS.—There 18

are authorized to be appropriated for fiscal year 2023 and 19

each succeeding fiscal year such sums as may be necessary 20

to carry out this section. 21

(e) EFFECTIVE DATE.—This section shall apply with 22

respect to fiscal year 2023 and each succeeding fiscal year. 23

‘‘(A) to repay (by direct payment 17

on behalf of the employee) any stu-18

dent loan previously taken out by an 19

employee of the office; 20

‘‘(B) to make direct payments on 21

behalf of an employee of the office or 22

to reimburse an employee of the office 23

for expenses paid by the employee for 24
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the employee’s educational and profes-1

sional development; and 2

‘‘(C) to make direct payments on 3

behalf of an employee of the office or 4

to reimburse an employee of the office 5

for credentialing, professional accredi-6

tation, professional licensure, and pro-7

fessional certification expenses paid by 8

the employee. 9

‘‘(2) EXCLUSION OF MEMBERS.—For 10

purposes of this section, a Member of the 11

House of Representatives (including a Del-12

egate or Resident Commissioner to the 13

Congress) shall not be considered to be an 14

employee of the House of Representa-15

tives.’’ 16

(b) EFFECTIVE DATE.—The amendment made by 17

subsection (a) shall apply with respect to payments made 18

during fiscal year 2023 or any succeeding fiscal year. 19

For salaries and expenses of the Office of Congres-8

sional Accessibility Services, $1,702,000, to be disbursed 9

by the Secretary of the Senate. 10

CAPITOL POLICE 11

SALARIES 12

For salaries of employees of the Capitol Police, in-13

cluding overtime, hazardous duty pay, and Government 14

contributions for health, retirement, social security, pro-15

fessional liability insurance, and other applicable employee 16

benefits, $522,280,000 of which overtime shall not exceed 17

$64,912,000 unless the Committees on Appropriations of 18

the House and Senate are notified, to be disbursed by the 19

Chief of the Capitol Police or a duly authorized designee. 20

GENERAL EXPENSES 21

For necessary expenses of the Capitol Police, includ-22

ing motor vehicles, communications and other equipment, 23

security equipment and installation, uniforms, weapons, 24

supplies, materials, training, medical services, forensic 25
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services, stenographic services, personal and professional 1

services, the employee assistance program, the awards pro-2

gram, postage, communication services, travel advances, 3

relocation of instructor and liaison personnel for the Fed-4

eral Law Enforcement Training Centers, and not more 5

than $5,000 to be expended on the certification of the 6

Chief of the Capitol Police in connection with official rep-7

resentation and reception expenses, $185,818,000, to be 8

disbursed by the Chief of the Capitol Police or a duly au-9

thorized designee: Provided, That, notwithstanding any 10

other provision of law, the cost of basic training for the 11

Capitol Police at the Federal Law Enforcement Training 12

Centers for fiscal year 2023 shall be paid by the Secretary 13

of Homeland Security from funds available to the Depart-14

ment of Homeland Security. 15

ADMINISTRATIVE PROVISIONS 16

VOLUNTEER CHAPLAIN SERVICES 17

SEC. 120. (a) ESTABLISHMENT.—In order to retain 18

qualified personnel, the Chief of the Capitol Police shall 19

have authority to accept unpaid multi-denominational 20

chaplain services whereby volunteers from multiple faiths 21

may advise, administer, and perform professional work in-22

volved in a program of spiritual welfare and religious guid-23

ance for Capitol Police employees. 24
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(b) EFFECTIVE DATE.—This section shall apply with 1

respect to fiscal year 2023 and each succeeding fiscal year. 2

FLSA OVERTIME COMPENSATION INCLUDED AS BASIC PAY 3

SEC. 121. (a) IN GENERAL.—Section 8331(3) of title 5

5, United States Code, is amended— 6

(2) in subparagraph (I), by inserting ‘‘and’’ 9

after the semicolon; 10

(3) by inserting after subparagraph (I) the fol-11

lowing: 12

‘‘(J) with respect to a member of the Cap-13

itol Police, overtime pay received on or after the 14

date of enactment of this subparagraph for 15

overtime under the Fair Labor Standards Act 16

of 1938 (29 U.S.C. 201 et seq.) by operation of 17

section 102(a)(1) of the Congressional Account-18

ability Act of 1995 (2 U.S.C. 1302(a)(1)), for 19

up to an amount equal to 50 percent of any an-20

nual statutory maximum in overtime pay for 21

(b) IMPLEMENTATION.— 4

(1) IN GENERAL.—Section 8415 of title 5, 5

United States Code, is amended by adding at the 6

end the following: 7

‘‘(o)(1) No part of overtime pay (as described in sec-8

tion 8331(3)(J)) paid to a member of the Capitol Police 9

shall be treated as basic pay for purposes of any computa-10

tion of an annuity under this section, unless, before the 11

date of the separation on which entitlement to annuity is 12

based, the separating individual has completed at least 15 13

years of service (whether performed before, on, or after 14

the date of the enactment of this subsection). 15

‘‘(2) If the condition under paragraph (1) is met, 16

then any amounts received by the individual in the form 17

of such overtime pay shall (for the purposes referred to 18

in paragraph (1)) be treated as basic pay, but only to the 19

extent that such amounts are attributable to service per-20

formed on or after the date of the enactment of this sub-21

section, and only to the extent of the percentage allowable, 22

which shall be determined as follows: 23

performed, on or after the date 
of enactment of this subsection 
is: 

Then, the percentage 
allowable is: 

Less than 4 years ........................................................................ 50
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‘‘If the total amount of service 
performed, on or after the date 
of enactment of this subsection 
is:

‘‘(3) Notwithstanding any other provision of this sub-1

section, 100 percent of all amounts received as overtime 2

pay (as described in section 8331(3)(J)) shall, to the ex-3

tent attributable to service performed on or after the date 4

of the enactment of this subsection, be treated as basic 5

pay for purposes of computing— 6

‘‘(A) an annuity under section 8452; and 7

‘‘(B) a survivor annuity under subchapter IV, if 8

based on the service of an individual who dies before 9

separating from service.’’. 10

(2) INFORMATION.—Not less than once every 11

year following the date of enactment of this section, 12

the United States Capitol Police shall provide infor-13

mation to the Office of Personnel Management for 14

the purposes of carrying out this section and the 15

amendments made by this section, including infor-16

mation used to determine the normal-cost percent-17

age (as that term is defined in section 8401 of title 18

5, United States Code). 19

  201. No part of the funds appropriated in this Act shall be used for the maintenance or care of private vehicles, except for emergency assistance and cleaning as may be provided under regulations relating to parking facilities for the House of Representatives issued by the Committee on House Administration and for the Senate issued by the Committee on Rules and Administration. 
  FISCAL YEAR LIMITATION 
  202. No part of the funds appropriated in this Act shall remain available for obligation beyond fiscal year 2023 unless expressly so provided in this Act. 
  RATES OF COMPENSATION AND DESIGNATION 
  203. Whenever in this Act any office or position not specifically established by the Legislative Pay Act of 1929 (46 Stat. 32 et seq.) is appropriated for or the rate of compensation or designation of any office or position appropriated for is different from that specifically established by such Act, the rate of compensation and the designation in this Act shall be the permanent law with respect thereto:

  206. None of the funds made available in this Act may be transferred to any department, agency, or instrumentality of the United States Government, except pursuant to a transfer made by, or transfer authority provided in, this Act or any other appropriation Act. 
  GUIDED TOURS OF THE CAPITOL 
  207. 
  (a) Except as provided in subsection (b), none of the funds made available to the Architect of the Capitol in this Act may be used to eliminate or restrict guided tours of the United States Capitol which are led by employees and interns of offices of Members of Congress and other offices of the House of Representatives and Senate, unless through regulations as authorized by section 402(b)(8) of the Capitol Visitor Center Act of 2008 (2 U.S.C. 2242(b)(8)). 
  (b) At the direction of the Capitol Police Board, or at the direction of the Architect of the Capitol with the approval of the Capitol Police Board, guided tours of the United States Capitol which are led by employees and interns described in subsection (a) may be suspended temporarily or otherwise subject to restriction for security or related reasons to the same extent as guided tours of the United States Capitol which are led by the Architect of the Capitol.  Limitation on Telecommunications Equipment Procurement 
  208. 
  (a) None of the funds appropriated or otherwise made available under this Act may be used to acquire telecommunications equipment produced by Huawei Technologies Company or ZTE Corporation for a high or moderate impact information system, as defined for security categorization in the National Institute of Standards and Technology’s (NIST) Federal Information Processing Standard Publication 199,  Standards for Security Categorization of Federal Information and Information Systems unless the agency, office, or other entity acquiring the equipment or system has— 
  (1) reviewed the supply chain risk for the information systems against criteria developed by NIST to inform acquisition decisions for high or moderate impact information systems within the Federal Government; 
  (2) reviewed the supply chain risk from the presumptive awardee against available and relevant threat information provided by the Federal Bureau of Investigation and other appropriate agencies; and 
  (3) in consultation with the Federal Bureau of Investigation or other appropriate Federal entity, conducted an assessment of any risk of cyber-espionage or sabotage associated with the acquisition of such telecommunications equipment for inclusion in a high or moderate impact system, including any risk associated with such system being produced, manufactured, or assembled by one or more entities identified by the United States Government as posing a cyber threat, including but not limited to, those that may be owned, directed, or subsidized by the People’s Republic of China, the Islamic Republic of Iran, the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea, or the Russian Federation. 
  (b) None of the funds appropriated or otherwise made available under this Act may be used to acquire a high or moderate impact information system reviewed and assessed under subsection (a) unless the head of the assessing entity described in subsection (a) has— 
  (1) developed, in consultation with NIST and supply chain risk management experts, a mitigation strategy for any identified risks;

  214. 
  (a) Removal and Storage Not later than 45 days after the date of the enactment of this Act, the Architect of the Capitol—
  (1) shall remove all Confederate statues and Confederate busts from any area of the United States Capitol which is accessible to the public; and
  (2) shall remove the bust of Roger Brooke Taney; the statue of Charles Brantley Aycock; the statue of John Caldwell Calhoun; and the statue of James Paul Clarke from any area of the United States Capitol, which is accessible to the public. 
  (b) Storage of Statues In the case of any statue removed under subsection (a), the Architect of the Capitol shall keep such statue in storage until the Architect and the State which provided the statue arrange for the return of the statue to the State.
  (c) Definitions
  (1) Confederate statue In this section, the term  Confederate statue means a statue which was provided by a State for display in the United States Capitol under section 1814 of the Revised Statutes (2 U.S.C. 2131), including a replacement statue provided by a State under section 311 of the Legislative Branch Appropriations Act, 2001 (2 U.S.C. 2132), which depicts— 
  (A) any individual who served voluntarily at any time as a member of the armed forces of the Confederate States of America or of the military forces of a State while the State was in rebellion against the United States; or 
  (B) any individual who served as an official in the government of the Confederate States of America or of a State while the State was in rebellion against the United States.
  (2) Confederate bust In this section, the term  Confederate bust means a bust which depicts an individual described in subparagraph (A) or (B) of paragraph (1). 
  This Act may be cited as the   Legislative Branch Appropriations Act, 2023.  
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
